It is pretty generuily agreed, that our 
Puritau fathers took sides with Solomon in 


the controversy about bringing up children, 
and used the rod. But whether they used 
anything else—and if so, what—does not 
appear to be so generally known. It is 
proposed to inquire after this “ old path,” 
and te lay it open, so far as it may be done 
in a few pages. and to set up a Gnger-board 
at the entrance, for the direction of such as 
may desire to “ walk therein.” 

As to the strictness with which family 
goverumeut was administered by the first 
settlers of New England, our knowledge on 
the subject comes chiefly through traditional 
and legendary chaunels; for this class of 
facts would be the least likely of any to be 
put on record. But, in addition to this 
source of information, we have some re- 
mains of the teachings of that day—the in- 
culeated principles which shaped their 
practice. | 

An essay “Of Children, and their Edu- 


cation,“ from the pen of John Robinson, | 


whose views on the subject, if they were 
not the current views of the Pilgrims before 
would become such in New Eugland after 
this clear expression of them, holds the fol- 
lowing language: It is much controverted, 
whether it be better, in the generall, to dring 
up children under the severitie of discipline, 
and the rod; or no. And the wisdom of 
the flesh, out of love to its own, alleges 
But say 
men what they will, or can, the wisdom of 
God is best; and that sayeth, that ‘ foolish- 
ness is bound up in the heart of a child, 
whick the rod of correction mast drive out:“ 
and that ‘he, who spares the red, hurts his 
son.—Prov. xxii. 15; xiii. 24. And surely 
there is, in all children, (though not alike, ) 
a stabbernnes, and stoutues of minde arising 
from naturall pride, which must, in the first 
place, be broken and beaten down; that so 
the foundation of their education being layd 
in humilitie, and tractablenes, other virtues 
may, in their time, be built thereon. This 
frait of naturall corraption, and reot of ac- 
tuall rebellion both against God and man, 
must be destroyed, aud in ne manner of way 
nourished, except we will plant a noursery 
of contempt of all good persons and things, 
and of obstinence therein. It is commend- 
able in a horse, that he be stout, and sto- 
mackfull, being never to be left to his own 
government, but always to have his rider on 
his back, and the bit in bis mouth. Bat 
who would have his childe like his horse in 
his brutisbues? Indeede such as are of great 
stomack, being thoroughly broken, aad in- 
formed, become verie serviceable, for great 
designs; else, of horses they become asses, 
or worse; as Themistocles his mayster told 
him, when he was a childe, that eyther he 
would bring some great good, or some great 
hurt to the Commonwealth. Neyther is 
there need to fear, lest by this breaking, the 
children of great men should prove e- 
spirited, aud abject, and so unupt to great 
imployments; for being Adam's sons, whose 
desire was to have been like unto God, and 
having those advantages for maysterfulnes 
and high thoughts, which great men’s chil- 
dren want not (unte whom great affayrs 
are appropriated usually) they will not 
easily be found unfarnished of stomack, and 
stoutaes of mind more than enough; wherein 
a little is dangerous, especially for making 
them unmeet for Christ's yoak, and to learn 
of him, who was lowly” and meet.”—pp. 
308-9 of John Robinson's works; edition 
of 1625.

That the first settlers of New England 
felt a strong affection for their offspring, 
which was greatly intensified by the religious 
element that entered into composition with 
it, may be inferred from the hardships they 
suffered on their account. Their non-con- 
formity with the half Popisb, half Protest- 
ant rites of the English Church, in the days 
of Elizabeth and James, was more for their 
children's sake than their own. Their re- 
moval from Holland to America—exchang- 
ing the “ sweet security of streets,” for a 
savage wilderness—they tell us, was mainly 
owing to the fact that their children, 
through the extreme necessity that was upon 
them, althongh of the best disposition and 
graciously inclined, and willing to bear part 
of their parents’ burdens, were oftentimes 
so oppressed with their heavy labors, that, 
although their spirits were free and willing, 
yet their bodies bowed under the weight of 


youth, and the vigor of nature consumed in 
the very bud. And, what was very lament- 
able, and of all sorrows most heavy to be 
borne, was that many, by these occasions, 
and the great licentiousness of youth in that 
country, and the manifold temptations of 
the place, were drawn away by evil exam- 
ples in extravagant and dangerous courses 
. . . to the great grief of their parents, 
and the dishonor of God.“ Mortou's Me- 
morial, Boston, 1855, pp. 11, 12.] 

Impelled by considerations like these, to 
undertake personal hardships and hazards 
which have scarcely had a parallel in the 
bistory of our race; to spring forward into 
the “‘ imminent deadly breach ”—the “ for- 
lorn hope” of their posterity—with the al- 
most certain assurance that they were offer- 
ing themselves a living sacrifice, they cer- 
tainly must have loved their children, and 
onght to be believed when they tell us that 
this way of training them, rugged and se- 
vere though it seem to us, was the exponent 
of that love. And, contrary to the generally 
received theory of our times, it neither 
cramped the manhood of their rising race, 
nor quenched their filial affection, as facts 
without number might be brought to show. 
The “ foolishness” which “ is bound in the 
heart of a child,” and which our nusophisti - 
cated fathers thought would be likely to 
survive the period of childhood, unless the 
rod of correction should drive it far from 
him ”"—this is what they feared would spon 
their manhood, and chill their love, aud 
eradicate the sentiment of filial reverence 
from their hearts. Not that they were 
alarmed at those noisy and turbulent traits 
of childhood, which are so much extolled 
in our times; by a class of popular writers, 
as the foundation of all future. greatness 
and goodness in the human soul; but they 
could not rest satisfied till they saw those 
elements of power brought under a safe 
control, and curbed into use, like the fiery 
young steed. The essential difference be- 
tween the one and the otber in their esti- 
mate of such cases, appears to be this: the 
aforesaid popular writers are expecting the 
fiery young steed to become a kind and 
obedient horse, of Ais own accord, when be 
ceases to be a colt; our Puritan fathers 
thought he must be broken “ betimes,” with 
bit and bridle, or those coltish freaks would 
grow into vicious habits that could neitber 
be cured nor borne. 

Bat then, it need not be supposed that 
they relied only, or mainly, on the rod for 
the training of their children. Corporal 
punishment, in their use of it, was rather a 
preparative for moral culture, than any part 
of it. To repeat the words of Robinson, 
already quoted, it was the breaking and 
beating down of “ a stubbornness and stout- 
ness of mind, arising from natural pride; 
so that, the foundation of their education 
being laid in humility and tractableness, 
other virtues may, in their turn, be built 
thereon.” 


‘The way they went to work, and the 
means they employed to build thereon, will 
forever challenge the attention of all whe 
would study the Puritan character.

There is a peculiar satisfaction in inventing 
things for one’s self. No matter though 
the construction be clamsy and awkward, it 
employs time (which is a great object in 
childbood,) and the pleasure the invention 
gives is the first impulse to ingenuity and 
skill. For this reason, the making of little 
boats aud mechanical toys, should not be

Such a body we hold to be one of the 
very last to be trusted with the supervision, 
or the appointment of the directors of an 
institution that must have a uniform, per- 
manent, harmonious development and con- 
trol, in order to succeed. In so saying We 
discuss only the well-known principles pro- 
posed for the institution. We impugn not 
the motives or good intentions of its friends 
and patrons, | 

And while we were sitting there on 
Tuesday, we could not help thinking why 
any of the gentlemen trustees before us 
should conceive. it necessary, leaving their 
‘own work, to make an attack periodically 
on the College of California, over the other 
side of the bay, misrepresenting the basis, 
the history of the institution, and the words 
and actions of its friends. It is very sin- 
gular that it should have been deemed | 
necessary to begin this work years ago, and 
to return to it at intervals till now. 

The trustees and friends of that institu- 
tion have said nothing against this to pro- 
voke such an untiring assailment, and 
persistent misrepresentation. It so happens 
that the College of California has not suf- 
fered anything. from it, either in character 
or estate, but on the contrary bas gained, 
but its friends are not ambitious to have it 
gain in that way. Nevertheless if others 
are determined to contributé in this manner 
to it, they must do as they please. In our 
opinion, however, the so-called “ City Col- 
lege” is in a different sphere from the Col- 
lege of California, and can do good in its 
own way, and great good, and there is no 
cause or justification whatever for any of 
its friends going outside to cast reproaches 
upon an institution commenced before this 
was dreamed of, and organized on a different 
basis, and moving forward year by year 
with steadiness and success. peo 4

and among them is the right of self-pre- 
servation. No State, or combination of 
States, can secede, or absolve themselves 
from the obligations of the Union. To 
permit this, without the consent of the rest, 
is to confess the Government a failure. 
Pennsylvania will never acquiesce in such a 
conspiracy, nor assent to a doctrine involv- 
ing the destrnction of the Government. If 
it is to exist, it most have the power ade- 
quate to the enforcement of supreme law in 
every State. It is the first duty of the — 
Federal Government to stay the progress 
of anarchy and enforce the laws. Penn- 
sylvania will give it a united hoist and faith- 
ful support. The people mean to preserve 
the integrity of the United States at every 
hazard. Amendments to the Constitution, 
made in a constitutional manner, the people
